Oe reason for this split within the KOTA was the friction between Chines® 

•»d Korean officers in the Special Training Class for Koreans in ti a Central 
Solitary Academy. The Koreans also f«!t that in the KOTA under the Political 
Separtment of the Chinese Rationalist Army, the Koreans ware not being treated, 
as equals of the Chinese,, PAK'o group, dissatisfied with such treatment', left 
the KOTA and joined the Chinese Communists. 

The Korean Provisional Government, at that time headed by KIM Koo ( y A -j[j ) 
then dispatched KIM Tu-pong (4' ^ ) to go to PAK Ryo-aam and attempt to 
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win him and his clique back into the fold of the KOTA. KUl Tu-pong not only failed, 
but he him self 'became one of the leaders in PAK * s group and an ardent Corounist 

7. PAK *e group later became known as the Korean Independence Amy (%% M ) 

and this army formed the nucleus for the present Korean Volunteer Army* ' 

8. Korean Ccammnists at 1‘enan were soon affiliated with the Korean Independence Army 
and all were under the cocmand of the Chinese Ca aunists wiien the Japanese aurrenrtr -er 
Korean Communists then agreed to move their troops into Manchuria tc assist the 
Chinese Communists under the following conditions: 


a. The Chinese Communists premised to supply the Korean Camunistr with arms* 
ammunition, food and clothing. 

b. The Chinese Communists agreed to join the Korean Communists in & future 
Korean revolution. 

Co Korean residents in Manchuria would have equal rights with the Chinese. 

9. After the Chinese Communists agreed to the above conditions, the Chinese and Korean 
Communists acted together. In November 1945 the Chinese Cannunists started to 
transfer their troops to Manchuria. PAK Il-u (jf)> — '£?) led approximately 600 
Korean Volunteer Army troops to East Manchuria via Mukaen* These troops had been 
recruited at Lutai ( 117—50, 39-20). As early as 1943 Korean Ccnnumists were 
recruiting troops from Peiping and Tientsin; the recruiting point was at a farm nesr* 
Lutax from which the recruit a were secretly sent to Chinese Communist armies through- 
out China.

In December PAK Hyo-sam led approximately 2,000 troops, recruited mostly in Chineht* 
(121-07, 41-07) and Mukden, to Hailung (125-49, 42-39), Iduho (125-46, 42-17) and 
Tunghua (125-57, 41-43), their propaganda or political line was that they were not 
ccraunists nor Eighth Route Amy troops but were the KVA, that they were in Manchuria 
to protect the interests of Koreans and that in the future they would be the Korea*:.; 
National Amy* Their propaganda was fairly successful and many young people joined 
the KVA. However, in later months there were desertions and many were unwilling to 
join. The KVA authorities then changed their tactics. In 1946 they changed a part oi 
the KVA^in Mukden^ and perhaps other points into local Peace Preservation Uni: a, ?nis 
v*aa at the tlu& of the Soviet occupation of Manchuria. The KVA then recruited by 
force, giving the recruits two months training after which they were sent to the 
Chinese Communist armies. 


11. It was the intention of the KVA at one time to enter Korea, but the joint USSR-USA 
trusteeship prevented them from entering as planned. Fart of the troops of the IV' , 

however, did enter, fisr.rt.-.od. 

12. -hen the Chinese i.ction^list troops entered 'dneimris., the KVA moved to linchiong 
(^6-54, 41-42) iino cngdiio.ng (11.6-48, 42-23). At thic time they renounced that the\ 
•^*re an army liich ..ould "^iancipo.te the ^rolet ri- t of the orld" and thrt the 0^v<*r 
Co runist Arty was their partner. 


13. Generally, the KVA is poorly equipped, but those units attached to the Chinese 
Communists are on an equal status with the Chinese Communist units* In addition 
to the Korean units, there are approximately ten to twenty Koreans in an average 
Chinese Communist company in Manchuria . 


14. The supreme commander of the KVA is KIM Il-song (^ft 0 ) and the acting 

commander is CH f 0E iiu-chong Both men are in North Korea* CH*0E has 

the particular function of dispatching Korean troops to Manchuria from North Korea 
by way of Unchiang, The headquarters of the KVn is at Yenchi (129-31, 42-5 5). 

The various elements of the KVa in Manchuria are responsible through their indi- 
vidual commanding officers to KIM II -song in North Korea, The actual arrangement 
and agreements between the Chinese Communists and KIM Il-s5ng regarding the KVa 
are not known at present.
